London, ^ept. 7—The British foreign office has 


allowed it to become known definitely that 
the 


British government is of the opinion that it is ad- 
visable that the allied forces remain in Pekin until 
satisfactory arrangements for peace, etc.. are con- 
cluded. 


Paris, Sept. 7—Active negotiations are in pro- 


gress looking to some compromise arrangement with • 
Russia regarding the position she has assumed 
toward Pekin. 


Communications are being exchanged between 


the powers for this purpose and there is promise of 
success. 


The compromise suggested, it is asserted here, 


is the withdrawal of the forces of all the powers 
from Pekin, leaving an international guard to pro- 
tect the legations, which, it is further asserted in 
Paris, will be allowed to remain at the Chinese 
capital pending a peace settlement. 


The main body of troops it is also said, will re- 


tire to the neighborhood of Tien Tsin, leaving 
sufficient forces along the road to keep open the 
route and the railroad between Pekin and Tien Tsin. 
t 


Russia's attitude is interpreted here as meaning 


she will withdraw her troops outside of Pekin, but 
not necessarily a great distance from that city. 


Washington, Sept. 7—It is known the government has Inferential knowledge 


of the attitude 'of all the powers regar ding the Russian proposal, but It la still 
awaiting official advices as to some of them. 
^ 
The information concerning those regarding1 which no official announce- 


ment has been received, It Is stated, Is practically that which is in possession 
of the general public and based oa newspaper reports and opinions of the 
official organs of the various countries. 


It seems to be regarded as highly probable in official circles that when the 


time shall arrive for actual negotiations looking to a settlement with China, 
this government will appoint a commls ion for that purpose rather than place 
the negotiations In the hanlds o* a single Individual. 


There have beert-various suggestionsas to wjio might ba appkrinted upon 


such a, commission.but it is positively stated as yet that no definite selections 
have ben made. 


As ijuiuerical strength, 'of such a commission, the general impression 


^pems to be that it would n'ot consist of more than five members1 and more 
likely three and-possibly onfly two.

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GERMANY DECLINES TO WITHDRAW 


France Fulfills Expectations and Sides with Russia, Majority o£ 


Powers will Favor Occupation, London is Satisfied with 


Germany's Refusal, 
Earl Li wanted in Pekin 


' Washington, Sept. 
7.—Th« United 


Elates ambassador at Pans, Horace 
pore?, has advised the authorities heru 
that the attitude of tha French govern- 
ment is favorable to the position taken 
by Russia. Almost simultaneously with 
this dispatch from Mr. Porter came an- 
• ther from Mr. Jackson, the American 
cliaigo of affairs at Berlin, giving the at- 
titude of Germany on Russia's proposal, 
•f hia in substance states that Germany, 
while anxious to avoid friction between 
the powers, regards the condlUons at 
Pekin such as to require the continued 
presence of German forces there. Neith- 
er Mr. Porter nor Mr. Jackson gave 
the text of the anaver, Cut only the sub- 
stance of the positions taken by th« two 
governments. 


These two highly Important communi- 


cations brlnf th* Chinese negotiations 
ta a »«rp arenas* stags, though they 
M* a»t yet concluded, aa all of the an- 
•weri are not yet in. The German and 
jTrtnoh aturwtM, however, clearly Indi- 
cate the alignment of the powers. It is 
£mwraltjr accepted that Germany's at- 
t'tude In favor of remaining at Pekln 
will be concurred In by Italy and Aus^ 
tria, as these two countries act with 
Germany on political questions of a gen- 
eral nature. Moreover, definite word 
has been received here -which clearly 
foreshadows Austria's position In favor 
of remaining at Pekln. 


As to the purposes of Great Britain 


there is an absolute lack of official in- 
formation, tfc~j«h little doubt la enter- 
tained that since Germany has taken the 
Initiative, Great Britain -will follow suit 
la favor of remaining at Pekin 
The 


postlon of Japan like-wise is lacking in 
ieflnitenass, although tt is believed that 
If otiisr nations rsmaln at Pekin. Japan 
will deem it expedient to remain there 
•ISO; 


It would seem from tale that France 


IB the only government to give concur- 
rence to the Russian proposition, al- 
though the United States has expressed 
a purpose of following Russia's course 
unless the other powers brought about a 
modification of Russia's position. 


Thus far Russia has not expressed any 


purpose of modifying h°r original posi- 
tion 
It is stated authoritatively that 


Russia has not ordered the departure of 
her minister or troops from Pekin up to 
this time, so far ES the Umted States 
government is advised. It Is stated also 
that no. new proposition has been pre- 
sented, but that the question is prac- 
tically the same as when first presented, 
namely, as to whether the troops win re- 
main or be withdrawn from Pekin.

The American contingent in the pa-

here that thi» demonstration was made 
to Impress the Chinese people as a whole 
end not from any present miWtary neces- 
sity. Some action of this kind appears 
to have been necessary in order to offset 
the storlee- whhSh were afloat in tha 
southern Chinese ports to the eff«ctthat 
the allies had bSen completely over- 
thrown by the imperial troops and the 
Boxers, which stories were calculated to 
cause further uprisings. Besides, the 
demontrtrollon at the palace may reduce 
the 111 effects of any withdrawals of 
trcopt trc«n PeTdn as a result of tha pres- 
ent negotlatlopa.

Chelsea called attenlti'on to- the need of 
better rubbish inspections in most 
places. Chief Fleke of South Pramtne- 
ham urged that all towns put in flre 
alarm systems. Cyrus Kobinson of 
Cast Concord, N. H., took the position 
that all firemen ehould know the laws 
of hydraulics enbugh to know what 
kinds of streams were required for 
different kinds 'of fires. 


C. B. Burt of Springfield, in speaking 


of the eight hour law. said that while, 
the eight hour law wae not practic- 
able for firemen, there should be a law 
compelling: two shifts, go that each 
fireman should be on' duty only 12 hours 
Dr. Alfred Wheeler of Bostonl advo- 
cated the presence of physicians at all 
second alarm flres. Chief Brophy of 
Boston, Christopher Clark of North- 
ampton, and Captain Damrell of Bos-- 
ton also spoke. The latter called for 
legislation in regard to the handling of 
oils, which he said was a neglected 
subject, and the matter was referred 
to the legislative committee.

The sum of $3738 waa paid to call men,

the commissioners believe that some 
other method of meeting- the' deficit 
will have to be devised.

He related a number of 
experiences, which illustrated methods 
of preventing danger, and said: 


Buildings of all kinds are, aa a rule, 


supplied with both g:as and electric 


of a building is the only 'one Who can 
prevent a fire, but ihe fir« department 
should be tt> constituted fhat It could 
suggest and 
enfeorce suggestions for 


safety. If the functions of nre depart- 
ments can be thus extended, they will 
take even higher place In the com- 
munity than they now hold. He spoke 
of some specific safeguards, and said 
rt regoj-d to the increasing losses that 
while they had increased positively, 
they are.' not increasing in proportion 
to the amount of risks Involved in the 
country. 


One of the delegates' raised the ques- 


tion as to why there were rJot mMre 
exhibits of fire fighting apparatus by 
the manufacturers. There were only 
two of these, one exhibit being of a 
signal system and the 'other o£ an im- 
proved nozzle. 
This question pre- 


cipitated a lively discussion, u.nlQ the 
agent of one of the companies presn^ 
tried hard to speak, but waa shut off. 
One delegate said that he had been told 
that it was becaus-o theie wae so little 
that was new in the line of apparatus 
that the manufacturers did not thirJk 
it worth whh<- to show the sarnp old 
things. The fact that this city is so 
far from Boston headquai-iere was also 
given as a reason.

It is per- 
sonal magnetism rather than animal. 
. Many leading professors in psychology 
cannot hypnotize because they lack tho 
personal magnetism. 


"There is a real danger In hypnotism 


unless it is skillfully practiced. 
A 


man should never let another hypno- 
tize him unless he is sure that tb* 
operator knows his business. I never 
hypnotize a man for the fun of tba 
thing. For instance, a terrifying .sug- 
gestion made when a person la under, 
hypnotic Influence would be something 
which might cling to a subject foe 
years If not permanently. -These men 
who they s>n;

should be prohibited by law from prac- 
ticing It." 


All of Mr. Cuttcn's experiments have 


been conducted in the Yale psychology 
leal laboratory, where the results could* 
be noted scientifically. In his research 
Mr. Cutten has had no assistance from 
the Yale professors, who were all away 
on their summer vacation. For three 
years Mr. Guttcn has been m.akjjig a 
study of hypnotfsm, beginning hla re- 
search of It In the course of rjsycholo^y 
un4er Professor Georgo T. Ladd of 
Yale.

' The Japanese have recently had their 
llrst Introduction to sleeping can* and 
tbe innovation ha* b«*s a great sue- 
cess. Itiese care are itatire built, hav- 
ing been constructed at the Kobe shopi 
of the Sanyo railway, which la tbe 
most progressive of all tbe Japanese 
lines and wblch is constantly adopting 
American Ideas in the equipment of tbe 
road. Tbe cars are four in number, 
and tbe first was put in operation early 
In tbe present summer. 


Tbese sleeping cart, ny» The Rail- 


way and Engineering Review, now run 
between Tokuyanma and Kobe, but 
next year will run through to Slmono- 
sekl. They ware designed and built by 
Mr. H. I-waaakl, locomotive superin- 
tendent of the Sanyo railway, and hav» 
proved very popular and profitable ever 
since their first trip, the Japanese Ilk 
ing them very much. As -will be seen, 
there is a email dining room seating 
eight perions at each end, where for- 
eign style of food 1» nerved at all hours 
of the day or night. These cars are 50 
feet long, 8 feet wide and have 1C 
berths and are lighted by electricity 
and heated by steam. Tbere IB a por- 
ter's room, the berths are very comfort- 
able, and there are two small windows 
in each upper berth with blinds cover- 
ed with fine netting to screen the dust 
from Incoming air. 
This Is a decided 


improvement over our style of upper 
berths. These cars are finished In beau- 
tiful Japanese wood and ure very hand- 
some- throughout. 
They run on six 


•wheel, steel frame and bogle trucks 
and were built at a cost of $4,500 gold 
each. 


Until this year there were no sleeping 


cars operated in Japan, and passengers 
bad to sleep on longitudinal car seats if 
there was room or else sit up If there 
was no room, the latter being usually 
the case. There was also no beat, and 
foreigners especially suffered greatly 
in winter. So since the Sanyo railway 
has built these cars there Is now a gen- 
eral clamor for sleeping cars all over 
the.emplre.

at Telia of American 
O«rp»' Fine Equipment. 


A Japanese correspondent with the 


allied forces sent the following to his 
paper after the battle of Tien-tsin, 
suys a Vicloi.:- (B. C.) dispatch to the 
New York Sun: 


"The American ambulance corps has 


done some excellent work. 
Their 


stretchers are the beet in the field and 
Khow the wonderful Inventive faculty 
of the Americans. Tbe handles of these 
stretchers are BO arranged that they 
can be formed at once Into supports by 
a clever mechanical contrivance, so 
that the stretchers can be used as beds 
or benches for surgical operations.,Thp 
advantages of thl« system cannot be 
too much commended, for on ground 
ao swampy and hot as the soil of Chl-ll 
the wounded men cannot safely lie 
long pending the treatment on the spot, 
and this inconvenience la removed by 
the American Invention,

ex-government ecout and ei-chief by 
adoption of the Sioux Indian, tribe, la ar- 
ranging a party to go In the late fall ot 
early winter to Arinoua and New Mex- 
ico, there to InvMtigate fully, lays the 
Chicago Record, what treasures or 
mysteries may lie concealed la some of 
the abandoned towns and villages of 
tho old Aztecs or some race of people 
of whom neither history nor tradition 
has left any account 


That entire section IB filled with 


ruins of houses built before tbe advent 
cf the Spaniards, showing a wonderful 
proficiency In the art of masonry—a 
proficiency not excelled and rarely 
equaled by modern masons. For th« 
most part the towns and th* houses of 
the cliff dwellers are found in tbe most 
Inaccessible places, as If tbe dvrellerg 
therein were In constant expectation of 
attack from the enemy, although there 
are places, such as the Casa. Grande, 
In southern Arizona, and tbe castlelike 
ruins of the Immense building on. tbe 
Las Anlmas river, in northern New 
Mexico, which are on the plains. Re- 
cently there has been a reawakened 
Interest in these ruins by scientific 'men 
and by the government, and some In- 
teresting finds have been and are being 
made. 


Curiosity to know what IB contain- 


ed in a large town in Arizona as 
well as a desire to make It a revenue 
producer by making It accessible to 
tourists and others has protnpted Mr. 
i 


Credlebaugh to go back to the country I 
through all of which he once scouted I 
and with every nook of which he Is 
acquainted to reach a town capable of 
containing apparently a population of 
8,000 or 4,000 people, which lie» In tie 
Canyon de Chllley, In northeastern Ari- 
zona, the streets of whieh no white 
man or red inan either, unless tbe orig- 
inal Inhabitants were red, has ever 
trod. 


The town Is bnllt on a huge project- 


Ing rock, which extends away over the 
canyon. A huge shelving rock over- 
bangs the town, and it is apparently 
inaccessible. The town Is situated 
about 800 feet from the top of the can- 
yon and about 900 feet frotn the bot- 
tom. As will be seen, the overhanging 
portion of the rock shelves or recedea 
and makes "getting there" from ths 
top by means of rope, etc., Impossible, 
as the town Is entirely covered with 
the rock. 


From the bottom the ascent appears 


equally hazardous, If not Impossible. 
The sides of the canyon are of stieh 
shape and character aa to make it nec- 
essary to have wings to reach the town, 
from that direction. Standing on the 
opposite side of the canyon one can, 
•without the aid of fleldglassea, see the 
bouses, streets, etc., of a dead town. 
"With the aid of the strongest field- 
glasses one Is unable to see any steps 
cut in tbe rocks in any direction lead- 
Ing: to or from ths village. 


Mr. Credlebaugh 
and 
others* who 


have seen the place estimate that it is 
8,000 or more feet from the town, 
straight through the rocky side of the 
canyon, to a level mesa on the east 
Bide, and it is Mr. Credlebaugb's belief 
that entrance to the town was effected 
by the builders through a tunnel from 
this mesa. 


He thinks the mouth wast long since 


filled up and that the Indians, with all 
their wealth of traditionary lore, never 
knew or beard of its existence and that 
the inhabitants of what once was a 
populous and apparently prosperous 
town disappeared from tbe earth with- 
out leaving a thing to give posterity an 
inkling of what they were or what 
national calamity It was that removed 
them, unless, of course, something may 
be found in tbe houses, if ever they are 
reached. 


The town lies In the Navajo Indian 


reservation in Arizona. Tills reserva- 
tion is in the shape of a hoot, the leg 
of which is In Arizona, the foot In New 
Mexico. The canyon itself 1« easily ac- 
cessible from either Gallup, N. M., Fort 
Defiance, Fort Wingate, N. M., or Do- 
rango, Colo., all railroad points, and 
the 
Navajo 
Indiana 
are generally 


friendly, their begging persistency be- 
ing their moat annoying characteristic. 


The Navftjoes own this village as well 


as other reminders of a former people, 
and, while they are of no use to tbe 
present owners, it would be necessary 
TO obtain a grant or some instrument 
from them in order to make the village 
a revenue producer bj opening a way 
to its Inspection by the canyons for a 
small fee. Tnls concession, however, 
Mr. Credtetmugb Is well equipped to 
obtain. 
He Is well acquainted with 


these Indians and with all Indians gen- 
erally and was paid the highest honor 
ever bestowed by Indians upon a white 
man by tbe Sioux tribe. Ete was made 
a chief and offered ft life tenure, with 
all its emoluments, etc. 


There will be four or five ID the party 


of exploration and acquisition, and pro- 
visions for several months' siege will 
be taken along. It Is the Intention of 
Mr. Credlebaugh to reach the village* 
by moans of A bnllobh, and once there 
he thinks there witi be no trouble to 
find the mouth of the tunnel at that 
end, 
to explore it and to locate with 


1 tolerably fair accuracy about where 
' tbe mesa end should be located, so that 


work of excavating could b* begun at 
both ends.
